After hours of discussion it was determined 
to ask the Controller to investigate, and, as 
far as possible, submit reports of the con- 
ditions of these funds for as many years as 
records or portions of records can be found. 

“ We have found that the ‘sinking funds’ 
existed only in name,“ said Chairman Mavor. 
The money never reached this fund. Until 
last year the reports of the City Treasurer 
made no division of the funds in his hands 
but put in everything as a balance. The 
city loses annual 
about $500,000. This fact, however, is never 
taken into account, but this money which 
is not collected is appropriated against. 
There were no calls against the sinking 

nds, consequently all moneys went into the 
other accounts and were used. The sinking 
fund’ was a forgotten quantity. 

Investigation shows the books of the 
City Treasurer's office from 1876 to 1884 are 
missing entirely. Where they are, goodness 
knows. We have canvassed back sixteen 
or seventeen years, and in all that time we 
found one item of $65,000 credited to the 
‘sinking funds.’ This was promptly trans- 
ferred to another fund at the end of a year 
and spent. We will try to get a statement 
for each year as near as possible before we 
do anything more.” 

Controller McGann made a discovery on 
his own hook. He asserts that a message 
submitted by: the late Mayor Harrison in 
1881 made mention of $234,000 in the sinking 
funds. What became of this money, how-

Mealey Appeals to Government, Saying

Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 15.—Philip C. Hanna, 
Consul General of the United States for 
northern Mexico, received the records today 
in the Mealey case.

WILL FIGHT AMERICAN TRUSTS. 


Managers of German Steamship Lines 
Fear Control May Pass to United 
States Financiers.

PASSES: DENIED 
HIGH OFFICIALS 
N ew Rule on Eastern Trunk 


Lines Affects Presidents 
of Roads Concerned. 


MUST PAY WHEN RIDING. 


Eighteen F ares to Be Exacted 
for Hauling Their Private 
Cars After Jan. 1. 


— 


BURDEN ON THE EMPLOYES. 


The action recently taken by the Presidents 
of the trunk lines east of Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg, abolishing the issue of exchange passes 
after Jan. 1, goes much farther than is gen- 
erally believed. Not only does it affect the 
employés of all the roads in the Trunk Line 
association, but it is said to go 
to the head officials, including 
dents. 

If the President of any road a party 
to the agreement travels over another line 
in the association, even though he goes in his 
private car, he will have to pay just as any 
other passenger. Eighteen fares will be re- 
quired of him if his private car is taken over 
another road. Of A* the resolution will be 
effective only in the territory of the Trunk 
Line association and is not applicable to ex- 
change passes on roads running west of Buf- 
falo or Pittsburg. 

An effort was made to get the Presidents 
of the Central and Western Traffic associa- 
tions’ lines to adopt the same measure, but 
a number of the roads in these territories 
were not prepared to subscribe to such a rad- 
ical step. 

‘Leading Roads Affected. 

Among the reads affected by the action of 
the Trunk Line Presidents are the Pennsy!- 
vania, New work Central, Lackawanna, 
Reading, Erie West Shore, Lehigh Valley, 
Jersey Centra., Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Grand Trunk. 

The effect of the resolution is expected to 
bear most hea. ly upon the employés of the 
| roads, who have been accustomed to procure 
passes during tueir summer vacations. 
| The ticket agents of the Western 
| will have their pase privilege greatly cur- 
tailed during 1902. One provision of the 
agreement is that all applications for passes 
for ticket agents of other roads must be 
made by some general officer of the road on 
which the applicant is employed. 


: Operating Cost Compared.. 
Operating expenses of the Nickel Plate 
road for seven years averaged 80 per cent 
of the gross earnings, while the Lake Shore 
was operated for 64 per cent.

WAR ON OCEAN RATES POSSIBLE. 


Action by Transatiantic Conference 
Against Dominion Line May 
Cause Trouble. 


The letter of H. A. Eschenburg, secretary 
of the Chicago committee of the transat- 
lantic passenger conference, directing agents 
to stop selling Dominion line tickets for ports 
in the Mediterranean is likely to stir up a 
steamship rate war. 

Thomas 8. Jones, General Western Agent 
of the Dominion line, whose vessels sail from 
Boston, says the action of the Mediterranean 
conference is simply an attempt to keep a 
monopoly of the business for the lines sailing 
from New York. In its circular, however, 
the secretary of the conference said it was 
not contemplated that the Dominion line 
would ever try for direct Mediterranean busi- 
ness. 

We are going to sail to the Mediterran- 
ean, and we are going to get passengers,”’ 
said Mr. Jones, who intimated that if it was 
necessary to cut rates to get business rates 
would be cut. 

Secretary Eschenburg said he did not know 
why action against the Dominion line had 
been taken, matters of that kind being di- 
rected from New York. 


WORSE IN STORE FOR ENGLAND. 


Ebenezer Parkes, M. P., Says Cempeti- 
tion from United States Will 
Be More Severe. 


LONDON, Nov. 16, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Chronicle publishes today an interview with 
Ebenezer Parkes, M. P., dealing with the 
result of his recent visit to the United States. 

Mr. Parkes was reluctant to anticipate his 
formal report, but he confessed that British 
traders were likely to experience more severe 
competition than any with which they were 
yet acquainted. 

He expressed opinions resembling those of 
other British visitors to America as to the 
superiority of American methods and the 
greater energy and ambition of both employ- 
ers and operatives in the United States. He 
said that in the steel trade particularly Great 
Britain was far behind. 


FIFTY SHOCKS OF EARTHQUAKE. 


Twenty-two Persons Killed at Erzeroum, 
in Asiatic Turkey; and Many 


TIFLIS, Russia, Nov. 15.—Erzeroum has 
again been visited by an earthquake. Al- 
together there were fifty shocks, ten of them 
veing violent. Twenty-two persons were 
killed, and many buildings destroyed. The 
panic stricken populace is camping in the 
fields. The public offices are closed. Severe 
shocks have also been felt at Khyniskalah 
and Hassan-Kaleh.

PROJECTILE AHEAD OF ARMOR. 


Captain Babbitt of Ordnance Bureau 
Says Limit in Warships’ Plate 
Seems Now Reached. 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—At today’s 
session of the Society of Naval Architects 
and Marine Engineers Captain E. B. Babbitt 
of the Ordnance department of the army at 
Sandy Hook made the emphatic statement 
that inventors and manufacturers of projec- 
tiles have beaten the makers of armor. 

The rivalry of these two classes of manu- 
facturers has been such within the last dozen 
years, but particularly in the latest years of 
this period, that some people had begun to 
look for an historical repetition, to find the 
makers of defensive armor turning out plates 
that could not be pierced, as at the end of the 
fifteenth century, when armies fought for 
seven hours with the adversaries unable even 
to wound one another. 

„The struggle between the armor and the 

rojectile is drawing to a close,”’ said Captain 

bbitt at the outset. “‘ The limit of floata- 
tion has practically settled the thickness of 
armor to be carried and the manufacturers 
now bend their energies (with remarkable 
success, it is true) to improving the armor. 
With all this, however, the projectile isin the 
lead, and has now brought to its assistance 
the valuable aid of high explosives.” 

J. F. Meigs of the Bethiehem Steel com- 


] pany read a paper on Late Developments 


in Ordnance and Armor,” in which he differed 
from Captain Babbitt as to penetrability of 
armor, for, according to his statements, we 
are not much ahead of the times of wooden 
ships. He said: 

As the actual velocities for turret guns 
now afloat do not exceed an average of 2,300 
feet, the turret guns of contending battle- 
ships can destroy each other only when 
within 600 or 700 yards’ range, and the guns of 
their secondary batteries, the ruling veloci- 
ties of these being put at 2,300 or 2,400 feet, 
when within 1,000 yards’ range. Thus we 
may fix the fighting range of battleships at 
1,000 yards. 

“ This brings us back nearly to the fighting 
range of old wooden ships, for they had to 
approach within about 600 or 700 yards; and, 
when you consider that a battleship’s six- 
inch guns must have normal impact to per- 
forate the armor protecting the six-inch guns 
of their opponents at 800 or 1,000 yards, it 
may be said that the fighting range of ships 


has not so materially altered in the last 100

TELLER ADMITS TAKING $60,000; 
IMPLICATES DEAD FRIEND. 


Savings Institution at Williamsburg, 
L. I., a Suburb of Brooklyn, Discov- 


the Voluntary Admissions of a Far- 
ing Teller Sixty Years Old, Who Had 
Been in the Employ of the Concern 
for Thirty-three Years. 


New York, Nov, 15.—Defalcations, amount- 
ing, it is claimed, to $60,000, have been dis- 
covered in the accounts of the Williamsburg 
Savings Bank, an institution at Williams- 
burg, in the suburbs of Brooklyn. 

J. V. Meserole, the President of the bank, 
is authority for the statement that the par-

The bank is fully protected, it is said, by 
the bonds of both Corbett and Zolleinhofer. 
E. Corbett had been in the employ 
bank for eighteen years.

He was, wtih one excep- 
tion, the oldest employé of the bank, having 
been with the institution for thirty-three 
He is 60 years old. Corbett died in 
his apartment in Brooklyn of pneumonia on 
Nov. 2.

The Williamsburg Savings Bank is recog- 
nized as one of the soundest institutions of 
the kind in the United States.

PRESIDENT HEARS ILLINOIS MEN 


Lorimer and Hopkins Confer with 


Roosevelt Regarding Senatorial 
| Fight in This State. : 


Washington. D. Mev. 15.—[Special.J—An 
important conference of three hours’ dura- 


tion, which may have considerable effect 


upon the Senatorial situation in Illinois, was 
held at the White House today between Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Representative Hopkins, 
and ex-Representative Lorimer. 

The two Illinois men lunched with the Pres- 
ident, and while the political situation and 
the question of patronage was gone into at 
great length neither Representative Hopkins 
nor Mr. Lorimer would discuss the topic 
under consideration, and they declined to say 
what, if any, conclysion was reached. 

It is known, however, that the purpose of 
this conference was to harmonize and solidify 
the Republican party in the State and to 
bring about Republican success in the Sena- 
torial race and in the next Presidential cam- 
paign. All the candidates for the Senatorial 
race were under discussion as well as other 
available timber, but of course the President 
will not commit himself to any one of those 
aspiring to the Senatorship. 

After the conference Mr. Hopkins was 
asked if he proposed to enter the race, but 
he declined to discuss the matter one way 
or the other. He would not give the slight- 
est hint or intimation as to what course he 
would pursue, saying that he had consist- 
ently refrained from discussing this subject 
for publication, and he would continue to do 
80 at least for the present. It was apparent, 
however, that the conference was eminently 
satisfactory to the Aurora man. 

The President was anxious to become ac- 
quainted with the political situation in the 
State, and this subject was discussed in the 
minutest detail and at considerable length. 
One result of the conference ts certain, and 
it is that the President earnestly desires 
er hyo for the sake of the party. 

It has been represented to him that the 
officeholders have built up an organization 
of their own and are asserting they repre- 
sent the President. It is true they do rep- 
resent the President in so far as they dis- 
charge the business of the government in a 
capable manner, but not politically, and he 
does not indorse the building of an organiza- 
tion of officeholders to further their own 
ends and those of the President. 

While the patronage question was discussed 
at great length, the personne! of the office- 
holders was not touched upon except in a 
general way, and the President made it plain 
that in his appointments in Illinois, as well as 
elsewhere, all those selected would have to

BIBLE IN MODERN ENGLISH 


LATEST REVISION OF NEW TESTA- 
MENT COMPLETE. 


Stories Told in Colloquial Form Bring 
Criticism from London Press, Which 
Charges the Work to Chicago Men— 
Edition Will Be Circulated for a 
Period in Tentative Form to Bring 
Suggestions—Comparison of Texts in 
One of Paul’s Letters. asa 


In “ tentative form,” the Twentieth Cen- 
tury New Testament is complete, part third 
having just been added to the two sections 
previously published. The new revision of 
the Bible, which has been translated by well 
known English scholars, and published by 
the Fleming H. Revell company or Chi- 
cago, is aimed to meet a demand for the 
Scriptures in modern h. 

In the latest revision a suggestion offered 
to the English revisers when the edition of 
1881 was in preparation has been adopted and 
is accountable for the “ tentative’’ form. 
The new edition will circulate experimentally 
for two or three years, and it is announced 
that criticisms and suggestions will be wel- 
come. The identity of the men engaged in the 
revision is not revealed, but, according to 
announcement, criticisms should be sent to 
The Treasurer of the T. C. N. T., 10 Gordon 
road, Clifton, Bristol. 


Attacked by London Paper. 

The first criticism has come from the Lon- 
don Evening News, which, in comment upon 
the work, says: 

In Chicago even the masterptece of liter- 
ature is not sacred. Twenty misguided in- 
habitants have just issued a translation of 
the New Testament into modern American. 
Such an atrocity almost makes one sigh for a 
few hours of the inquisition.” 

The translators have been at work upon 
the revision for twelve years. In introduc- 
ing the edition to the public they say: 

Few English-speaking people of today 
have the opportunity of reading the Bible in 
the English of their own time. In the course 
of the last hundred years the Bible has been 
translated into the every day language of the 
natives of most countries, but the language 
of our Bible is still the English of 300 years 


Old and New Compared. 


It is the colloquial character of the Eng- 
lish used in the new translation which has 
brought down criticism. This is illustrated 
in the first letter to Timothy. A comparison 
of the old and new versions of one of Paul's 
writings concerning women, contained in this 
letter, will show the difference in the styles:

Fails to Provide Fuel and for 
Four Cheerless Days the 
Waifs Suffer. 


COURT MAY TAKE A HAND. 


Judge Tuthill Sends Agents to 
Inspect the House of 
Many Mirrors. 

GOODS ALSO NOT IN SUPPLY. 


Fifteen homeless children suffered 
cold for four cheerless days in the n 
house of the American Home Finding as- 
sociation because of the failure of the Rev. 
George K. Hoover to furnish fuel. Efforts 
of Mrs. Tuttle, the matron, to secure coal 
were futile until she reached Business Man- 
ager Matlack, who ordered a supply. 

When the suffering of the children became 
known to Judge Tuthill yesterday he imme- 
diately sent Probation Officers Goggin and 
Short to investigate. If it is found that 2 
walks are in danger of further exposure they 
probably will be taken under the care of the 
Juvenile Court. 

Besides being short of fuel it became nec- 
essary for Matron Tuttle to send out two 
solicitors from the home to seek food for the 
children. These visited the houses of the 
people of Park Manor, where the “ home 
house” is situated, and pleaded for pro- 
visions to keep the children and themselves 
from hunger. 

Matron Tells of Suffering. 

It is true that we shivered in the cold for 
four days,“ said Mrs. Tuttle, the matron. 
yesterday, but now our troubles are over, I 
trust. I telephoned to Dr. Hoover on Mon- 
day that we were out of coal. He said he 
would see that a supply was sent immediate- 
ly. Monday passed and Tuesday, too. We 
had only a little fuel to burn in the kitchen 
stove, where the food was cooked. That was 
all the fire in this big house. 

“On Wednesday we began to grow desper- 
ate. Two ladies from Park Manor visited 
the home and saw the children huddling 
around the stove, the only fire in the build- 

On Wednesday evening Mr. vans 
came out from the office and found us freez- 
ing. He said he would see Dr. Matlack and 
tell him of our condition. The next day Dr. 
Matlack came and got us coal. He was angry 
at Dr. Hoover because he had neglected to 
give him my order for coal. We have coal 
now, but it is wasted in heating this big 
house, which is twice as large as we re- 


quire."’ 
Other Neglect Charged. 

Mrs. Tuttle said it was not the. first time 
that Dr. Hoover had failed to stipply them 
with the actual necessities of life, having 
overlooked them frequently. She said he 
had not been to the home for several months 
and held no communication with it other 
than to send out copies of letters com- 
mendatory of himself and his personal work. 
There are thirteen children now at the 
home, varying from infancy to 14 years of 
age. They are cared for by Mrs. Tuttle and 
two assistants, the yard and furnace being 
attended by Mr. Tuttle. The building itself 
is a castle. As Mrs. Tuttle expressed it: I 
seeing ourselves in mirrors would remove 
our hunger we would dine on the best in the 
land at every meal. 

The walls are lined with great mirrors 
reaching from ceiling to floor and more than 
five feet in width. In some rooms there is no 
wall space against which a piece of furniture 
can be placed without shoving it before a 
mirror. Except in the sitting-room there is 
no carpet on the floors. 


Hoover’s Famous Purchase.“ 

The site of the home, Sixty-ninth street 
and Vernon avenue, is difficult of access, re- 
quiring two car fares and more than an hour 
to reach it. The building itself, which is 
three stories high, is one of Dr. Hoover's 
famous purchases“ He bought it for 
the association on Oct. 10, 1900. Since then 
the association has occupied it as a home 
house for the temporary accommodation 
of its wards. When the Rev. T. C. Matlack 
gave the receiver $50 yesterday for the first 
month’s rent under the receivership he paid 
the first dollar that has changed hands since 
Dr. Hoover took possession, more than a year 
ago. Only for the intervention of Dr. Mat- 
lack the children would have been turned 
out of the home and delivered to the county.

There is no rule in this, 
as in many othef cases where rules are sup- 
posed to exist.

Mr. Harland’s first 
published novel was called As It Was Writ- 
ten.“ His first title for it was Father and 
Son,“ but he found that a greater writer had 
preémpted that title, so he took the other one.

Mr. Russell has imported a few sheets of 
‘D’ Annunzio’ s “* Gloconda.” I am happy to 
say that there is not a sufficient audience in 
America for D’Annunsio’s books to make 
it worth while to print the book in this coun- 
try. What an affected man this Italian is, 
besides being odious. The dedication of 
**Gioconda”’ reads: For NMeanore Duse 
of the beautiful hands.“ Why does he say 
“for” instead of “ to?’ and why not of 
the beautiful nose or “the beautiful 
teeth! I wonder if Duse accepted the dedi- 
cation. It would seem almost impossible 
after the portrait that he painted of her 
in II Fuoco.” D’'Annunazio is said to write 
the most beautiful Italian now written in 
Italy. Perhaps he does, but one would not 
think so, judging him by his translators. 
There is nothing remarkable about the lan- 
guage as put into English. But I know 
that it is the fashion to eommend the style 
when an author’s other qualities are un- 


speakable. 


Never in all the e that I have been 
more or less connected with the publishing 
business have I seen so many books published 
as within the last year. There has been ab- 
solutely no cessation. Usually in the sum- 
mer there is letting up, but last summer 
there was hardly a publishing house in New 
York that did not issue books with almost 
as much rapidity as in the fall and winter. 
Of course, since September a great many 
more books have been published. Not — 
hundreds, but thousands. 


I was speaking with a publisher on the 
subject today, and he groaned over the enor- 
mous output, although he was one of the 
greatest sinners in this respect. When he 
mentioned the subject of novels he groaned 
an even deeper groan and said, with a mel- 
ancholy tremble in his voice, that the ques- 
tion of novels was getting to be appalling, 
that ever since the era of record-breaking 
had set in every publisher wae publishing a 

eat deal more than was his custom, in

novel today, he argued, unless it has some- 
thing striking about it.

It is the wish of Representative Babcock 
to revise the iron and steel schedule so that 
it shall not give to truste, which sell their 
products abroad at prices much lower than 
those they exact at home, a degree of protec- 
tion which they are abusing. Whether sucha 
lowering or removal of duties as Mr. Babcock 
has in mind would give to American consum- 
ers of trust-made good the lower prices he 
thinks should be charged can be determined 
accurately only by trial. The probabilities are 
that as regards the more important iron and 
steel products the effect would be nominal 
except on the seaboard. Steel rails, for la- 
stance, can be manufe so much more 
eheaply bere than abroad that ocean and 
inland freight rates would give the Ameri- 
can manufacturer such protection that for- 
eign competition would not be able to beat 
down his prices. | 

American consumers of iron and steel 
products are not demanding a revision of 
the tariff echedule which covers those prod- 
ucta, for they do not believe that if it were 
revised they would get goods from abroad 
any more cheaply than they are getting them 
at home now. The men whose orders are 
being filled promptly at present prices by 
American manufacturers think they are 
being treated with great consideration. 

The real argument against Representative 
Babcock’s proposal is not that it would not 
deal the trust industrials the crushing biow 
he thinks it would. The real argument is 
not the difficulty—the impossibility rather 
—of framing duties which shall protect 
small independent manufacturers and shall 
not protect the United States Steel cor 
poration. The real argument is that his 
plan will disturb existing conditions, which 
are favorable to all industries. Labor is 
steadily employed at good wages. Capital 
is busy, and is earning good returns. He 
who seeks to disturb these happy conditions 
has not profited by past experience: He 
has not learned the wisdom summed up in 
“let well enough alone.” 

There are admitted defects in the tariff. 
Its iron and steel schedule is in places il- 
logical, It gives often to American manu- 
 facturers protection they no longer need. 
But when a Congressman attempts to amend 
one schedule, other Congressman arise joy- 
| fully and call attention to the alleged neces- 
sity for the revision of other schedules. 
It one small section of the tariff is taken up, 
the whole tariff question will be gone into 
from schedule A to schedule N. Every 
American industry will take alarm and ask 
whether it will not be better to go slow until 
Congress shall have adjourned.

DEATH OF COLONEL MAPLESON. 

The. death of Colonel J. H. Mapleson in 

London removes from the world of music 
‘the last and, in some respects, the most 
picturésque of the old-school opera impresa- 
rios. All his contemporaries, Lumley, Ull- 
man, Grover; Jacob Grau, Maretzek, the 
Strakosch brothers, and De Vivo, died some 
time ago. Maurice Grau, the most promi- 
nent of the Italian opera managers of today, 
can hardly be called one of the old school, 
for he was a ticket seller when Colonel 
Mapleson was in his glory. ; 

It were useless to deny Colonel Maple- 
eon’s great service to the opera-goers of this 
country. For eighteen years he was the 
leading operatic purveyor, and during that 
period he presented nearly two score of the 
most famous artists and introduced many 
new operas to the American public at con- 
siderable expense to his patrons and at con- 
siderable loss to himself, for he was nearly 
always on the verge of bankruptcy and 
sometimes over the verge. His financial 
straits, however, nowise abashed or dis- 
tressed him. In some mysterious way he 
always came out on top and continued year 
after year to present operas in lavish style 
and pay most extraordinary salaries. ; 

ft is to be said for him that, impecunious 
as he might be, he rarely failed to present 
what he had promised. It is also to be said 
for him that he knew what good 
and good operas were, for he had had both 
vocal and instrumental training and expe- 
rience. It is also “ greatly to his credit 
that he never whined over his ill-fortune 
or gave even à hint that his affairs were not 
prosperous. In this he differed from his 
associates. Ulilman would berate the pub- 
lie as stupid and unappreciative when he 
lost. When the house was crowded Jacob 
Grau would appear in the foyer in strict 

evening dress. When the house was ligh’ 
he would appear near the door in a shabby 
suit, a picture of woe. The Strakosches 
would weep and lament. De Vivo would 
quit his hotel and go to a cheap Italian res- 
taurant, and, when he met an acquaintance. 
indulge in pantomime expressive of grief. 


Mapleson preserved his equanimity and his 
personal dignity, of which latter he had 


more than

full-fledged Coloneh though he never fought 
more dangerous foes than terrapin and 
champagne, with which he managed to con- 
tend, whatever the condition of the ex- 
chequer. He made much of bis military 
title, but made more of the fact that he had 
been manager of her Majesty’s Italian opera. 
He injudiciously forced her Majesty upon 
the American people at a time when they 
eared but little for her, and he took upon 
himself such an added load of airiness and 
dignity because of his royal connections 
that it did not tend to make him popular. 
In spite of his many faults and his pictur- 
esque pomposity, Colonel Mapleson accom- 
plished much valuable service for grand 
opera in the United States. 


THE DUNNING INSTITUTIONS. 

There is to be an inquiry into conditions 
in the insane asylum and poorhouse at Dun- 
ning. Such matters as the overcrowding 
of inmates, the insufficiency of bedding, the 
inadequacy of medical attendance, and the 
improper cooking of food are to be looked 
into. The committee will include both 
County Commissioners and private citizens 
who have some knowledge of public and 
private institutions. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the investigation will not be a 
slipshod one and that all the unpicasant 
features of life in the infirmary and the 
insane asylum will be portrayed with ac- 
curacy for the information of the public. 

County Commissioners do not deny that 
conditions at Dunning are in some respects 
unsatisfactory. They admit, for instance, 
that some of the inmates have to sleep on 
the floor. They agree that the salaries paid 
physicians are not enough to secure the 
services of first-class men. But they say 
that for all this the lack of money is re- 
sponsible. They point to the large per- 
centage of the revenues of the county set 


‘apart for its charitable institutions and 


say that if more money were to be had 
then the patients at Dunning could be better 
cared for than they are. 

It is quite likely that if the revenues of the 
county were unlimited some of the short- 
comings at the insane asylum and in- 
firmary would be remedied. But it cannot 
be admitted that these shortcomings are 
due exclusively to a lack of money. They 
are chargeable rather to the inability of 
the Board of County Commissioners to make 
the best use of the money it does spend on 
the charitable institutions. There is a lack 
of administrative ability. It is too much 
to expect of the men whom party managers 
put on County Commissioner tickets the 
capacity to manage insane asyiums and hos- 
pitals satisfactorily. 

The spectacle of a county board strug- 
Hing with such a task emphasizes the truth 
of what Professor Diy had to say the other 
day about the absurdity’ of expecting a 
man without proper training and experi- 
ence to succeed in municipal administra- 
tion. Hence Professor Hly's desire for a 
class of officeholders—not the officeholders 
for whom party machines are responsible, 
but trained administrators. : 

The county charitable institutions will not 
be managed as they should be until the 
County board, practicing a self-denial not 


to be expected of it, places their manage } 


ment in the hands of competent, well-paid 
experte and then refrains from meddling 
with them. Such experts, with the money 
spent now on the institutions, would do far 
more for their inmates than is done for them 


at present. 


PROPOSED NAVAL INCREASE. 
The Secretary of the Navy, in his annua! 


report, an abstract of which is printed else- 


where in this issue, after consideration of 
the recommendations of the General board, 
of which Admiral Dewey is President, and 
of the Board of Construction, for the in- 


crease of the Navy, reports substantialiy 


in favor of the vessels of the heavier ciass 
recommended by them, but omits many of 
the gunboats and smaller war vessels. The 
department's recommendation is for three 
first-class battleships, two first - class 
armored cruisers, three gunboats of 1,000 
tons displacement, and three smaller ones 
for insular service, three picket boats, three 
steel sailing training ships, one collier, and 
four tug boats. This is a total of twenty- 
two vessels of various classes, as compared 
with thirty-five recommended by the Gen- 
eral board and forty by the Board of Con- 
struction. - 

It is probable that the recommendations 
of both these boards were made with the 
understanding that the number would be re- 
duced and that the department’s recom- 
mendations more nearly cover the necessary 
prospective development of the navy. As 
the Secretary says: “ The navy today is a 
far greater factor in our relations with the 
world than it was before the recent national 
expansion, which now includes Porto Rico, 
the Hawaiian Islands, the vast area of land 
and sea in the Philippines, and our obliga- 
tions to Cuba.” This is true, and it is also 
true, as the Secretary says, that this ex- 
pansion is greater in “international even 
than in territorial importance.” The navy 
should be as nearly commensurate as pos- 
sible with the new duties ahd obligations 
which have been forced upon it. Congress. 
can hardly afford to do less than the de 


partment recommends. 


“IMPURE” BUT HARMLESS. 

The State pure food inspectors are clearly 
within their rights when they forbid the sale 
of glucose honey which is masquerading 
under the label Pure Clover.” The public 
ought to be protected from such impositions. 
It is not that the glucose is unwholesome. 
Chemical analysis shows that it contains no 
larger proportion of harmful elements than 


any other ordinary foodstuff, and any one | 


who has gone through a cheap candy factory 
and has seen glucose drawn from pipes as 
freely as water in the manufacture of 
“creams” and “ caramels,” must be aware 
that if glucose were a dangerous ‘thing the 
rate of child mortality would be three or 
four times as high as it is at present. The 
real objection to the sale of glu honey 
as at present conducted is that the consumer 
is left to suppose that he is buying the genu- 
ine variety and is frequently allowed to pay 
the genuine price. He should be protected 
against fraud. 

At the same time it may be remarked that 
the question of cheap substitutes, consid- 
ered apart from the question of dangerous 
adulterations, will often settle itself. When 
a man buys jelly for a sum of money that 
would hardly pay for the glass in which the 
jelly is sold, he must not expect to get jelly 
of the best kind. The “ impure food exhib- 
it” at Buffalo showed this. It was demon- 
strated there that in the matter of spices, 
for instance, the wholesale dealers imported 
the best and purest spices to be had. They 
then prepared what might be called an alloy 
consisting of ground cereals, cocoanut shells, 
clove stems, olive stones, sandal wood, mus- 
tard hulls, linseed meal, and other slightly 
aromatic stuffs. With this alloy and the 
original spices they were able, by mixing the 
two in varying proportions, to produce al- 
most any “grade” for which they had a 
demand. In the same way it was shown by 
ineans of @ most entertaining exhibit that 
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there are scores of varieties of imitation 
coffee beans made out of such harmless 
materials that the health of the consumer 
is probably benefited by the change. This 
is a kind of indirect philanthropy which 
probably will not arouse much popular en- 
thusiasm, It is characteristic, however, of 
a large class of “ impure foods which need 
not suppression but truthful labeling. 

With certain other food products the case 
is, of course, quite different. It was shown 
at Buffalo, with almost revolting particu- 
lars, how anilin dyes are used in the coloring 
of foods, how methyl alcohol is used in pre- 
paring flavoring extracts, and how jam is 
manufactured from jelly refuse. These 
practices cry not only for publicity but for 
punishment. 


WHERE CITY AND COUNTRY CLA&H. 

Complications arise in modern legislation 
which were unknown at the beginning of 
the last century. They grow out of the 
rise of great cities, which are subject to 
the rule of legislative bodies, a majority 
of whose members represent country con- 
stituencies. The minds of country people 
and of city people do not always work alike. 
The former look on some things as wrong 
which the latter—or a majority of them 
deem unobjectionable. This would cause 
no trouble if country constituencies did not 
feel it their duty to impose their ideas on 
the city people. 

Rural New York looks on the sale of liquor 
on Sunday as a grievous crime and has for- 
bidden it by statute. That law applies to 
the cities as well as the country, although 
a majority of the city people do not think 
the moderate drinking of liquor on the first- 
day of the week is a crime or even a misde- 
meanor. 

The New York Legislature will be asked 
next January so to amend the law as to 
allow saloons to be open on Sunday in the 
Greater New York. Prominent New-York- 
ers—clergymen and laymen—who dislike the 
saloon, will join heartily in this request. 
They are satisfied ghat the change in the 


law will give them a decenter and a better | 


governed city. There is no question that 
this will be the cgse. 

Nevertheless, it is by no means certain 
that the law will be amended, even though 
if not amended it will not be enforced. Pub- 
lie sentiment in the rural districts is shocked 
at the suggestion that liquor shall be sold 
in the cities on Sunday legally, and insists 
that if men do drink on that day they must 
do it legally and hence wickedly. 

The relations between city and country 
would be lees strained than they are some- 
times if the country would let the city man- 
age ite purely loeal affairs after its own 
fashion.

Sir Robert Peel, the precious author of that 
species of autobiography, “ A Bit of a Fool,” 
and whose financial shortcomings have re- 
peatedly brought him not only into the 
bankruptcy court but Hkewise into the pris- 
oner’s dock, is likewise the defendant in a 
new bankruptcy suit, being apparently de- 
termined to maintain undiminished the un- 
enviable notoriety with which he has embel- 
lished the honored name of his filustrious 
grandfather, the great Sir Robert Peel, the 
most famous of all the Premiers of Queen 
Victoria’s reign.

of any portion of the historic gems forming 
part of the regalia of the Kings of E 
For the Kohinoor is a jewel which has come 
into the possession of the English monarch 
since the accession of Queen Victoria, and 
consequently it has never until now figured 
at any of the coronations in Westminster 
Abbey. Indeed, there is no place for it in the 
existing crowns of the King, and it is con- 
sequently only just and right that it should 
go to adorn the crown of the Queen Consort, 
which compared with those of the King is 
lamentably deficient in celebrated stones.

There are many reasons why the Kohinoor 
should find a place at the coronation, and to 
those Princes of Hindoostan and vassal 
rulers of semi-independent states comprised 
in the Oriental empire of King Edward who 
attend the coronation the presence of the 
stone among the regalia will mean much. 
For according to an ancient Le 
stition the possession of this stone 9 
with it the supreme control of the whole of 
India, and so great is the importance attached 
by all Orientals to the stone that its acquisi- 
tion by Great Britein at the time of the an- 
nexation of the Punjaub was the subject 


| of a special treaty with England. 


The crown with which Queen Alexandra 
will be crowned is known as that of St. Edith, 
so named in remembrance of Edward the 
Confessor’s wife, but was in reality made for 
Queen Mary of Modena, the consort of King 
James II. Subsequently it was altered for 
his daughter and successor, Queen Mary II.. 
wife of William III., surnamed“ of Orange,” 
and the last Queen to be crowned therewith 
was Queen Adelaide, the consort of King 
William IV., who was the uncle of Queen 
Victoria and her immediate predecessor on 
the throne. The St. Edith's crown is of mu 
the same form as the King’s crown, being 
two arches on a cap of purple velvet, turned 
up with ermine and ornamented with dia- 


Queen Alexandra will likewise be invested 
at her coronation with a scepter, about three 
feet long. It is of gold, set with diamonds, 
and is surmounted by a cross issuing from a 
fleur de lis. Thie she will carry in her right 
hand, while in her left she will bear what is 
known as the rod or “ Virge of the Queen,“ 
which is about the same length as the scepter. 
but made of ivory and tipped with a dove 
of white enamel. — 


; 

It must thoroughly be understood that all 
the regalia, with the exception of tWo single 
articles, date from the reign of King Charles 
II., the original regalia having been broken 
up, melted, and sold by Oliver Cromwell's 
Roundheads during the great revolution. 
The two exceptions are the ampulla, in which 
the holy oll for the anointment of the King 
and Queen consort is contained, and the 
spoon which is used for the anointment. 
The spoon dates back to the eleventh century, 
while the ampulla, which is in the form of an 
eagle with extended wings, is on record as 
having figured for the first time at the coro- 
nation of King Henry IV. in 1399. The head 
of the eagle unscrews so that the consecrated 
oll can be poured in, and it is then poured 
out through an orifice in the beak. The use 
of the sacred oll of Chrism is in the eyes of 
the devout the most important feature of 
the coronation.

recipient receives spiritual strength to do 
valiantly and to bear burdens patlently.“ It 
is from this that comes the description of the 
monarchs as the “anointed of the Lord.“ 
and the practice of anointing Kings and 
Queens in token of their elevation to supreme 
power, ante-dates by many centuries the act 
ef coronation. 


Let me add that, whereas the throne used 


for the coronation of King Edward is that 
known as the chair of Edward the Con- 
fessor, and comprises the so-called Lia 
Fall,“ or Stone of Destiny, upon which all 
the Kings of Scotiand were crowned until the 
time of Robert Bruce, and which is believed 
to have been used by the Patriarch Jacob as 
a pillow, when he dreamed his dream of the 
angels, the throne used by Queen Alexandra 
will be the one which was first used by Queen 
Elizabeth on the occasion of her coronation. 
It is only when the Archbishop of York 
places the crown upon the head of Queen 
Alexandra that the moment will arrive for 
the peeresses present to don their coronets. 
The peers alone put on their coronets when 
the Archbishop of .Canterbury places the 
crown upon the King’s head.

The Glazounow “ Ruses d' Armour is the 
most recently composed of the three novel- 
tles, and its performance yesterday was the 
first accorded it in this country. The ballet 
story it accompanies is a simple love tale, and 
the music is not illustrative of any dramatic 
incidents, but merely accompanies the dances 
in which the lovers and their friends indulge. 

But the composer has written some charm- 
ing dance numbers—music that has tuneful- 
ness and fine rhythmic swing, and possesses 
all the attractiveness that the brilliant and 
varied coloring skillful instrumentation can 
lend. A Gavotte, a Sarabando, and a 
Farandole give the first division an old- 
fashioned flavor that is not only highly pieas- 


ing in itself but makes especially agreeable |.

low. ‘The waltz is light, graceful, and full of 
charm, and the duet for ‘cello and violin in 
the Dance of the Betrothed so pleased the 
audience yesterday that Messrs. Steindel and 
Kramer would have had to repeat it had not 
Mr. Thomas proceeded at once to thespirited 
last division. 

The Saint-Saéns symphonic is less 
interesting than its well known fellows.

The Dvorak overture is a work contented 
and joyous in spirit, but touched by a certain 
ruggedness of expression that tells of a peo- 
ple happy-hearted, but ambitioua, and, when 
need be, aggressive. The themes are unmis- 
takably national, and they lend the entire 
overture a character essentially foreign, but 
none the less attractive, 

The orchestra gave excellent account of 
itself in each of these novelties, but it was in 
the Brahms symphony that it reached its 
fullest height.

AGREEMENT AS TO WATER DEAL. 


McGarry’s Stenographer Testifies at 
Grand Rapids Regarding Divis- 
ion of Money.
